This is a fact recognized 
by all in regard to nine of the 
ten Commandments, 

All persons agree that it is 
wrong to worship idols; that it 
is wrong to profane God’s name 
and blaspheme; that God has a 
right to public worship at least 
one day of the week; that chil- 
dren must love, honor and obey 
their parents; that it is wrong 
to kill and to steal, and to lie 
and to covet unjustly. 


The force of these nine Com- 
mandments promulgated by Al- 
mighty God through Moses 
thousands of yéars ago has never 
been questioned. The only one 
which people believe should not 
be in force is the one which for- 
bids illicit sex conduct, even 
though they have experienced, 
during the last generation, that 
the moral structure of our na- 
tion has suffered immensely 
from that attitude. 


Two generations ago divorce 
was related to marriage as one 
to sixteen; in recent years, in 
our cities, the ratio has been 
one to three. When one-third of 
all people in the United States 
who contract marriages have 
them dissolved, and contract 
new marriages, separating fath- 
er or mother or both from their 
children, and, in the words of 
Christ, “live in adultery,” so- 
ciety must pay heavily for the 
consequences. 


The same can be said of 
youths. When they see such 
moral laxity among their elders, 
when filthy story magazines are 
admitted to the home, when they 
patronize suggestive movies, and 
are admitted to public dance 
halls, which the lower element 


of society usually patronize, 
they can not possibly remain 
clean minded nor regulate their 
conduct by the laws of God.

Early Protestants Revered

MARTIN Luther is quoted in “German Works on the Mag- 
nificat,” Part VI, Voi. 27, p. 6, as follows: 

“Mary does not exist to be a goddess. She does nothing: 
God does all things. We ought to invoke her that God, through 
her desire, may give and do what we pray for; just as the 
other saints, too, are to be invoked, whilst the work remains 


entirely God’s.” + 


What Luther’s own feelings were 
about this time (1517) may be 
gathered from a sentence of his 
“Postille”’ on the Feast of Our 
Lady’s Nativity: “Gladly will I 
have Mary to pray for me!” 

Again he writes in his “Deutsche 
Schriften,” vol. xiv, p. 250: 

“Therefore, in a word, all digni- 
ties are embraced in her when we 
call her the Mother of God; no one 
can speak greater things of her or 
to her.” 

THE BOHEMIAN CONFESSION 

(Corpus. Lib, Symb., 1845, vol. 
ii p. 55) 

“Of the Most Blessed Virgin 
Mother of Our Lord, elect of God 
among women before the ages, 
virgin before, virgin after Our 
Lord’s birth, — she who, though 
no less than others redeemed by 
the Blood and gracious merit of 
her Son, was a temple and shrine 
of the Holy Ghost, by whose great 
gifts, virtues and graces she was 
endowed. For God hath done to her 
beyond other great things; there- 
fore our churches celebrate her 


festal days to God’s glory. They 
compose pious hymns concerning 
her, which are sung both at home 
and in church. They, in her, praise 
God, and exhort all to the imita- 
tion of her faith and other virtues, 
and commemorate her labors for 
the Lord. For with the whole 
Church of the saints they proclaim 
her most blessed.” 


THE LEIPZIG COLLOQUY (1631) 
(Beck, vol. i, p. 481.) 


“That they incontrovertibly be- 
lieved that the Virgin Mary, before, 
in, and after Our Lord’s birth, re- 
mained a virgin; and that she was 
not merely the mother of a man, 
nor merely Mother of Christ, but 
truly Theotokos, or Mother of God 
(Gottesgebaerein).

He was ordained Sept. 19, 1705, 
and showed himself to be an elo- 
quent preacher, a lover of the poor, 
and a friend of the unfortunate. He 
served as a missionary, retreat 
master, and Lenten preacher. He 
would sit for hours in the confes- 
sional, listening to and absolving 
the sins. of his penitents, consoling 
the afflicted and. warning the 
hardened of heart. He frequently 
visited the sick, orphans, and the 
imprisoned. 

In 1707 he was appointed lector 
of philosophy at the ‘college of 
Lucera. Here he impressed students 
by the depth of his teaching, the 
clearness of his exposition, and 
his convincing arguments. He soon 
advanced to ome regent of 
studies, superior of the convent, 
Provincial, and then master of 
novices. : 

He was selected for a Bishopric 
by the Holy See but declined the 
honor. After 37 years in the priest- 
hood he died Noy. 29, 1742. People 
hurried to the Church of Saint 
Francis proclaiming: “The saint is 


dead! The. saint is dead!”’ 


A continued veneration hallowed 

his memory. For 200 years the peo- 
le of Lucera knelt and prayed at 
is tomb.

After she came 
out of that ecstatic vision, she 
found a wound opened in her side, 
bleeding so profusely that she had 
to tell her sister, Crescentia, beg- 
ging her not to tell their mother. 
On‘the following Friday she had a 
vision of the passion which lasted 
from Thursday midnight till Fri- 
day at noon, during which time the 


[wound in her side bled copiously. 


On the Friday of Passion Week, 
shortly followihg, there appeared 
a wound in her hands, and on Good 
Friday she witnessed in a vision, 
the whole passion, this vision con- 
tinuing till three in the afternoon. 

The whole thing was too much 
for her parents. They did not con- 
sider the possibility of mystical 
phenomena but told fhe local pas- 
tor that Theresa was apparent- 


He came on each of these Friday 
mornings, saw the same transfixed 
ecstasies, the same recovery from 
the brink of death when the visions 
had passed. And shortly after the 
visions of that first Good Friday, 
when she murmured of intense pain 
in her hands and feet, it was dis- 
covered that she bore the marks 
of the nails in her hands and feet, 
= the mark of the spear in her 
side. 


Bore Christ’s Wounds 


For weeks the wounds were open 
and bled frequently—the parents 
still baffled. In fact, they called 
physicians in hope of having the 
wounds healed. Theresa prayed to 
the Little Flower, who had previ- 
ously appeared to her and told her 
that a special kind of suffering 


-|awaited her. The result was that 


the wounds on hands and feet were 
shortly covered with new skin. 


On the First Friday of Novem- 
ber, 1926, three wounds appeared 
on her head, corresponding to the 
wounds caused by the thorns on 
Christ’s head, and these also bled 
freely. Two weeks later the head 
wounds increased to eight, and the 
visions of that day seemed especi- 
ally taxing, her breathing scarcely 
perceptible. Yet on the following 
Sunday she was up and around. 


From that day on she suffered 
with Christ each Friday, except 
during the glorious and joyful sea- 
sons, the blood flowing from her 
side, and through her eyes; in Lent 
the blood flowed from her hands 
and feet, as well as from a severe 
wound in her shoulder correspond- 
ing to the mark dug into Christ’s 
shoulder by the weight of the cross. 
And even today whenever, in her 
vision, she witnesses the scourging 
at the pillar, she bleeds from her 


-back as did Christ. 


The fame of Theresa began to 
spread. From local gossip it be- 
came first a national issue, then 
a matter of international interest. 
She is still one of the most contro- 
versial figures of modern times. 
It is most interesting, because in 
her case the possibility of . auto- 
suggestion as an explanation has 
been completely rejected for three 
reasons: 

The first is a pychological rea- 
son. She had no desire for the 
wounds in the first place. She has 
suffered from’ them to a degree 
that could not possibly be describ- 
ed here. They were a source of 
spiritual pain, too, for her parents 
went through a veritable hell be- 
fore they realized that this was no 
ordinary affliction transfixing their 
daughter in these ecstasies. 

The second reason for the rul- 
ing out of auto-suggestion is far 
more convincing. Sinee those first 
visions Theresa has neither eaten 


And this is not a pi- 
ous rumor. It is a fact that has 
been proven time and time again,

In a small city in Palestine one 
of the leading Aramaic scholars of 
‘the twentieth century had been 
working out possible corrupt forms 
of the language, forms that might 
arise as the influences of other lan- 
guages were pressed close about 
it. When he read of Theresa’s de- 
viation from the pure Aramaic of 
the book he rushed his own report 
through to the men who had con- 
demned her. His forms of the words 
corresponded exactly with hers in 
nearly every case, and where they 
differed he agreed that he would 
eventually have reached the form 
she had given as he studiéd the 
possible corruptions of the langu- 
age further. From these notes 
there has been a new study of the 
language, with an attempt to lo- 
cate the various dialect forms pos- 
sible in the time of Christ. 


The answer to the whole phen- 
omenon of Theresa Neuman rests 
squarely in the hands of God. No!

F COURSE we all remember 

the big things — the time Our 
Holy Father proclaimed the dogma 
ef the Assumption; the canoniz- 
ations like those of Maria Goretti 
who was only 12 when she 
died, and Dominic Savio who was 
only 14.

Now if anybody asks you “Was it 
really a year of Great Return? 
Was it really a year of Great Par- 


don?” it is very hard to give an} 


answer like one you would give to 
a problem in arithmetic. 


The reason for this difficulty is 


that Return means return to God, 
and Pardon means forgiveness of 
sin. Both of these things are the 
result of a pouring out of Grace— 
and you can’t measure Grace like 
a quart of milk or so many pounds 
of potatoes. 


That’s where the little incidents 
come in. They were signs of what 
wes happening in the souls of 
people this great Holy Year.

OST of us, when we spoke of 

the Great Return and of 
Pardon, thought of Russia and of 
Communists. Did we see any great 
difference in Russia during the 
year?

a lie. Why? Well, because the 
peddier has no right to know 
whether your mother is at home 
or not, 


But maybe I had better stop here 
and remind you of what the Eighth 
rule says. If you remember, it goes 
like this: “Thou shalt not bear 
false witness against your neigh- 
bor.” It does not say just, “Thou 
shalt not lie.” What it says is that 
we must never promise that with 
God’s help we are going to tell the 
truth, and then turn right around 
and say something false about 
someone. That is the very worst 
lie of all. It hurts our neighbor 
and it offends God. But because all 
lies do the same thing, at least in 
some way, we know that the 
Eighth rule forbids them all. 

It even means to say that we 
must not tell ourselves things that 
are untrue. We must not, for in- 
stance, say to ourselves that Bob- 
by What’s-his-name is no good be- 
cause he steals things, when we 
are not absolutely sure that that is 
true. Doing this is what people call 
making a rash judgment, and it is 
wrong. 

But. suppose Bobby has stolen 
things. And suppose you really 
know it. Is it right, then, to go 
around telling everyone? No, of 
course not. Because Bobby may 
easily have decided not to steal any 
more. He may never be bad again. 
But if you talk about him people 
will think he is bad; they will not 
trust him. 


So it is wrong to go around say- 
ing bad things about other people, 
no matter whether those things are 
true or false. Of course, if they 
are true there may be times when 
we must tell them to people who 
have a right to know. But at all 
other times we should keep quiet 
about them. 

You know, we can do a lot of 
damage with our tongue. One saint 
has even said that it is like the 
little rudder that steers a big 
ocean liner. If we keep it steady 
and quiet everything is all right. 
But if we let it get loose and flap 
around it may run us into storms 
and rocks. It may hurt us and lots 
of other people too.

John Mazur, Plymouth, Pa., 
Junior, has taken over the quar- 
terbacking duties of the All- 
American Williams. It will be 
interesting on Saturday to com- 
pare the efforts of Williams and 
Mazur. A _ reserve signal-caller 
for the past two seasons, Mazur 
naturally is one of the men upon 
whom Leahy is counting heavily, 
and the Irish mentor has gone on 
record as stating the 200-pound 
Pennsylvania lad “will more 
than fill the bill.” 

Billy Barrett, pint-sized right 
halfback from Chicago, and Bob 
Toneff, 235-pound tackle from Bar- 
berton, O., both appear to be fully 
recovered from the ankle injuries 
which bothered them most of last 
season. Barrett, as close followers 
of the Irish will recall, missed 
four games completely and played 
but briefly in three others. Two 
years ago, Barrett and Toneff were 
considered outstanding prospects. 

Working with Barrett and Maz- 
ur in a tentative first string back- 
field have been John Petibon, New 
Orleans, left halfback, and Del 
Gander, Chicago, fullback. All four 
will be seniors in the fall. 

Capt. Jim Mutscheller, Beaver 
Falis, Pa., again looks like a fine 
end both on offense and defense. 
Last year, Jim set a Notre Dame 
pass-catching record with 35 re- 
ceptions, seven for touchdowns, 
and from his end position paced 
the team in scoring with 42 points. 


Team Is inexperienced 


On the whole, it would seem 
that the biggest problem of all 
for Leahy will be that of combat- 
ting inexperience. Of an original 
turnout of 84 this spring, which 
has dropped off to a daily group 
of about 65-70, a total of 46 were 
freshmen. All of which means 
that more than half of the squad 
are getting their first taste of 
varsity football. Incoming fresh- 
men will be eligible in the fall, 
and that means even more overall 
inexperience. 

Actually, I think the Irish are 
still hurting from the big exodus 
which took place after the 1949 
season ...10 of the first 11, 
and 17 of the top 22 were gradu- 
ated. 

Among the newcomers I have 
noticed is Joe Katchik, Plymouth, 
Pa., end.

“And becatise he considered that 
they who had fallen asleep with 
godliness, had great gracp laid up 
for them, 

“Tt is therefore a holy and whole- 
some thought to pray for the dead, 
that they may be loosed from sins.” 


Historic Beliefs 


Dallmann, with his church, may 
reject the two Books of the Macha- 
bees, but he does so most inconsis- 
tently, since the same authority 
which declared to be genuine and 
inspired the books contained in the 
Protestant Bible, also declared sev- 
en other books of the Old Testa- 
ment to be inspired—books from 
which Christ frequently quoted. 

But let us suppose, for the sake 
of argument, that the two books 
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of Machabees were not inspired. 
They are still reputed as reliable 
historical books written from 175 
to 150 years before Christ, at a 
time when the Jews were still 
God’s chosen people. 

The text quoted above notes in 
the clearest terms what was the 
/belief and the practice of this 
“chosen people.” 


Christ rebuked the Jews for 


| many departures from the revealed 


law of God, but He never rebuked 
them for praying for the dead, even 
as Jews still pray for the dead in 


| their official prayer “Kadish.” 


Bossuet (Projet de Reunion, Vol. 
T, 90), quotes Luther himself as 
Saying: “As for me, who believe 
strongly, I might even venture to 
Say more, who know that Purga- 
tory exists, I can readily be per- 
suaded that it is mentioned in the 
Scriptures. All that I know of Pur- 
gatory is that souls are there in a 
state of suffering and may be re- 
lieved by our works and prayers.” 


Calvin (Instit. B 2, ¢ 5) admitted 
that the custom of praying for the 
dead existed for more than 1300 
years before his time. 


Tertullian, in the second century, 
refers to the observance of “obla- 
tions for the dead on the anniver- 
sary day of their departure” as 
an Apostolic tradition (De Cor. 
Mil.). 

St. Augustine, in the early fifth 
century wrote: 


“The prayers of the Church or of 
good persons are heard in favor of 
those Christians who departed this 
life not so bad as to be deemed un- 
worthy of mercy, nor so good as to 
be entitled to immediate happiness. 

“So, also, at the resurrection of 
the dead, some will be found to 
whom mercy will be imparted, hav- 
ing gone through those pains to 
which the spirits of the dead are 
liable. It would not have been said 
of some, with truth, that their sin 
shall not be forgiven, neither in 
this world, nor in the world to 
come, unless some sins were for- 
given in the next world” (De Civit. 
Dei, lib. XXIV). 

St. Augustine quotes his moth- 
er, Monica, as addressing him on 
her death bed: “This only I request 
of you that you will remember me 
at the altar of the Lord wherever 
you may be” (Lib. IX, Conf. N. 27). 

A whole host of ecclesiastical 
writers in the early centuries find 
allusions to a middle state in the 
other world in Christ’s description 
of the “Sin against the Holy 
Ghost,” which He tells us shall be 
forgiven neither in this world nor 
in the world to come” (Matt. 12: 
$2). 

Their comment runs something 
like this: Christ’s words clearly 
imply that some sins may be for- 
given in the other world. They can- 
not be forgiven in Heaven, into 
which “nothing defiled can enter,” 
nor in hell, because from that place 
“there is no redemption.” 


They also find an allusion to 
the place or state to which Cath- 
olics give the name Purgatory in 
St. Paul’s first Epistle to the Cor- 
inthians (3:12-15): 

“Now if any man build upon this 
foundation, gold, silver, precious 
stones, wood, hay, stubble, every 
man’s work shall be made mani- 
fest; for the day shall declare it, 
because it shall be revealed by fire. 
If any man’s work abide, which he 
hath built thereon, he shall receive 
a reward. If any man’s work shall 
be burned, he shall suffer loss; but 
he himself shall be saved; yet so as 
by fire.” 

Origen, who lived in the second 
century, has this comment to make 
on those words: 

“Tf, on the foundation of Christ, 
you have built not only gold and 
silver and precious stones, but also 
wood, and hay, and stubble, what 
do you expect when the soul shall 
be separated from the body? 
Would you enter into Heaven, with 
your wood, and hay, and stubble, to 
defile the Kingdom of God: or on 
account of these encumbrances, re- 
main without, and receive no re- 
ward for your gold and silver and 
precious stones ? 

“Neither is this just. It remains 
then that you be committed to the 
fire, which shall consume the light 
materials; for our God, to those 
who can comprehend heavenly 
things, is a consuming fire. 
But this fire consumes not the 
creature, but what the creature has 
himself built, wood, and hay and 
stubble. It is manifest that, in the

“Let us be mindful of our fathers 
and brethren, and of the faithful

In the Armenian Liturgy which 
is even older, we read:

instruction. 


“My mind and heart have been 
so peaceful and contented since 
I have entered what I know to 
be the true fold of Christ.”

“Have mercy, O my God, on the 
souls of thy servants, men and 
women, who have been fed with

In the Syrian and Jacobite lit- 
urgies, the deacon says: 

“Again and again, we commem- 
orate all the faithful departed, 
those who are departed in the true 
faith, from this holy altar and from 
this town and from every coun- 
try... We pray, we beseech, we en- 
treat Christ our Lord, that through 
the innumerable acts of His mercy, 
He would render them worthy to 
receive the pardon of their offen- 
ses, and the remission of their sins, 
and would bring us and them to His 
Kingdom in Heaven.” 

In the Liturgy of the Greek 
Church, used in many countries 
we read: 

“We offer prayer to Thee, also 
for the repose and the pardon of 
Thy servant N., in a place of light, 
from which grief and lamentation 
are far removed,” etc. 


Luther Started It 


It is therefore clear that, when 
Luther invented the idea that if a 
man believes, no matter how much 
he may sin against the Command- 
ments, he will be saved, and if he 
does not believe he will be 
damned, he went counter to the 
prevalent belief of all Christians 
from the very time of the Apostles. 
Holy Scripture implies the belief 
in the middle state of purgation 
when it declares, dozens of times, 
in effect, that a man will be re- 
warded or punished “according to 
his works.” He would not be pun- 
ished according to his works if 
there was no punishment in the 
other world except an eternal pun- 
ishment. 

If we were to divide Christian 
believers of the world into class- 
es, we would immediately think of 
three, namely, the very good, the 
very bad, and the great multitude 
which is neither extremely good 
nor extremely bad. If the very good 
are entitled to immediate Heaven, 
and the very bad deserving of im- 
mediate hell, what about the bigger 
class which is not good enough for 
heaven nor bad enough for hell at 
the time of death? 

Human justice would not deserve 
the name unless it conformed to 
divine justice, yet human justice 
metes out a different kind of pun- 
ishment to the light offender than 
it does to the serious offender. It 
considers the need of jails as well 
as of penitentiaries. If faith were 
the only ticket to salvation and un- 
belief were the only sin, the Luth- 
eran would reason rightly, but not 
only a few texts of the Bible, but 
a hundred are against his position. 
Their common sense leads both the 
Lutheran clergy and their people 
to deny such doctrine in practice, 
no matter what they may teach ina 
theory. They, more than other 
Protestants, uphold the validity 
ine the immutability of the moral 
aw. 

One’s human instinct also leads 
him to pray for his departed rel- 
atives and friends. But prayer for 
the dead implies the belief in a 
middie state of purgation. Those 
who go directly to heaven certainly 
do not need prayer, and those who 
go directly to hell cannot be ben- 
efited by it.

Most books then in vogue 
passed through his hands.” 


In the fifth century there arose 
t. Mammertus (May 11), a pre- 
late renowned for his learning -as 
well as for his sanctity and mir- 
acles. He it was who began the 
three days of fast and prayer, 
known as the Rogation Days. 

St. Sylvester (May 7), born in 
answer to the pre-vers of his al- 
ready aged parents, was educated 
for the Church. This learned man 
of the eleventh century did not 
hesitate to rebuke error, though it 
cost him his life. 

St. Antoninus (May 10) in the 
fifteenth century was consulted on 
questions of difficulty by the most 
learned men of his day. He wrote 
outstanding works on theology and

call to the religious life. That in- 
deed is a vocation, and a sacred 
one, but it is not the only one. 
Marriage, too, is a vocation, and 
a high and holy one.

“Still, we fnust not forget that the 
humanistic tradition is only one 
tradition. There is room for spec- 
ialization in other fields too.”

Supply Of Irish 
Priests in Britain 
On The Decline 


London, April 26 —(NC)— More 
Irish priests are going to the Uni- 
ted States these days to work in 
the vast tracts of “missionary” 
territory there, reports the Catho- 
lic Herald here. 

The paper had been inquiring in- 
to a complaint by Bishop Cyril 
Cowderoy of Southwark that the 
supply of priests from Ireland— 
upon whom a number of British 
dioceses largely depend—‘“is no 
longer as plentiful as in the past.” 

Another reason was that in re- 
cent years a larger proportion than 
usual of the total number of Irish 
youths who hope to become priests 
wanted to go to missionary coun- 
tries, the Herald added. They were 
thereby increasing Ireland’s al- 
ready enormous percentage of the 
world’s missionary priesthood. 


A third reason was that more | 


Irish boys were entering the con- 
templative orders. The Herald re- 
ported the colleges of the mission- 
ary congregations and of the or- 
ders in Eire crowded—and even 
over-crowded. 

So many young men had been 
joining the Cistercians, for ex- 
ample, the paper said, that three 
new foundations had had to be 
opened in the past few years.
